ou have been practicing the trick all day and 

you finally think youhave mastered it. You decide to 
go for it one more time — but you land on your leg 
instead of the board. Now your leg really hurts but 
because you can move it somewhat, you assume 
nothing is broken. So it's no big deal, right? 
WRONG. Just because you can move the 
injured part doesn’t mean itis only a bruise. 
tis important to know the difference between a 
break, sprain, strain and bruise so you'll know what 
to do in case of an injury. 
A contusion, commonly referred to as a bruise, 
results from a direct blow to the muscle belly of a 
uscle tendon unit. The muscle tendon unit which 
formed by muscles and bones, stabilizes joints 
and provides the power to move them. The inflam- 
mation and discoloration that forms on the skin's 
urface around the area of the bruise occurs 
ecause a Capillary has ruptured and blood flowed 
into the muscle. Bruises most commonly occur in 
arm and thigh muscles. 
A strain occurs when a muscle tendon unit is 
disrupted by a bruise, acute strain, chronic strain or 
laceration. An acute strain differs from a chronic 
strain in that acute strains result from one violent 
force applied to a musice tendon unit, while chronic 
strains occur when repetitive forces are applied. 
Sprains unlike strains involve injury to the liga- 
ments. Ligaments are the connective tissue struc- 
tures that stabilize and prevent any abnormal 
motion of joints. They don't actually move joints. 
Sprains occur when forces stretch some or all of 
the ligament fibers beyond their elastic limit, pro- 
ducing some rupture of fibers. The severity of a 
sprain depends on size, direction and length of time 
that the force is-applied. Sprains are classified by 
degree with third-degree sprains being most serious. 
Persons suffering from first degree sprains can 
usually continue activity after injury; but not after 
second and third-degree sprains. The injured part 
is usually tender and painful when weight is applied. 

A fracture or break in the bone is not always as 
simple as it sounds. Fractures can either be simple 
or compoud. There is a major difference between 
the two: sharp ends of the broken bone protrude 
through the skin with compound fractures, while 
the broken bone remains underneath the skin in 
simple fractures. 

Whether you are able to move that leg after 
you've fallen off your board, proper first aid should 
be taken. For cuts and contusions, cleanse with 
large amounts of cool water and apply direct pres- 
sure to control bleeding. Remember, don't put 
alcohol on cuts and scrapes because it damages 
the delicate tissues. Do not wait more than 4-6 
hours to get a deep wound stitched, because the 
longer you wait, the greater the risk of infection. To 
avoid muscle strains, warm up thoroughly before 
beginning an activity and be alert at all times. And if 
you suspect a sprain or fracture, apply a covered

icebag. To prevent further damage, splint sus- 
pected broken bones by immobilizing the joints 
above and below the break. Don’t apply ice directly 
to the skin and never try to straighten a fracture. 
Know the right kind of assumption to make if an 
injury occurs — not the wrong one. With these 
facts in mind, you'll be better able to evaluate your 
injuries. Butif in doubt, don't hesitate to seek expert 
medical help.
